ten by Admiral Viscount Jellicoe, for- j 
iner commander of the fleet, covering j 
the actlTities of 1014-16. 


Admiral Jellicoe points out that the j

destroyers, compared with 42 for the j 
ftrand fleet, and reveals that, owing to I 
the submarine menace, the grand fleet, ! 
in the fall of 1914, moved from Lough- j 
Swllly and only returned to the North 
sea when the anchorage In Snips now 
became reasonably safe.

'1916.'Admiral Jellicoe Bars, did the 
British margin of superiority Justify 
him in disregarding the enemy's tor- 
pedo flre. The situation gnwljally Im- 
proved after 191C. especially »s the 
light crulcer and destroyer forces with 
the grand fleet increased steadily after 
the battle of Jutland, considerably re- 
ducing the dnnsrer of successful tor- 
pedo attach, while the inclusion of 
clan K submarines made It probable 
that the enemy -would suffer more 
severely from submarine attack than 
th« British.

Regarding 1918, Admiral Jellicoe

them." 


One-third of the admiral's book Is 


derated to the battle of Jutland. In 
rammlnt: up the lessons of the battle. 
Admiral Jellicoe dwells upon "the dan- 
fer Involved In leaving too much to 
chance in fleet action, because onr fleet 
was the one and only factor vital to 
the-existence of the empire, and, in- 
deed.- to the allfed cause." 


"We bad no reserve outside the bat- 


tle fle«t which ccrald ta any way re-

k* eliminated," the admiral continues.

Describee Big Battle. 


The admiral continues: 
"Whew the battle fleets approached

based their hopes. 


After estimating the relative strength 


of. the two fleets early In the war. Ad- 
miral Jellicoe eipresses surprise that 
the Germans were so cautious and 
ears: 


"If this country In the future de- 


cided to rely for' sifety against raids 
or Invasion on the fleet alone, it Is 
essential that we possess a consider- 
ably greater martin of superiority over 
I possible enemy In alt classed of ves- 
sels than we did In Augnst, 1914."
